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PETROL WORKERS’ 
STRIKE. 


A CONFERENCE 
PROBABLE. 


It is probable that a conference will be 
held to-day between representatives of the 
Irish British Petroleum Company and of the 
lrish Transport and General Workers’ Union 
with the object of trying to settle the strike 
of members of the Union employed by the 
company, the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce having interested itself in the matter. 

A mass meeting of the workers employed 
by oil and petrol companies in Dublin was 
held at Liberty Hall yesterday in connection 
with the strike, which affects about 39 men. 
The meeting, which was presided over by 
Mr. John McCabe, branch secretary, was 
private, but it was stated afterwards that 
the circumstances leading up to the strike 
were discussed, and that it was pointed out 
that the new terms which the company sought 
to: impose on the workers were abolition of 
overtime; abolition of dinner money; the 
employment of boy labour only when the 
management considered that necessary; and a 
reluction in the wages of the boys whose 
employment might be continued. 

The strikers, it was further stated, con- 
tended that there should not be any change 
in the working conditions as provided in the 
original agreement, and alleged that the 
company desired to enforce worse conditions, 
and compel the workers to enter into re- 
ehnrvagements. 

The meeting was addressed by the chair- 
and by Mr, Thomas Kennedy, vice- 
chairman of the union, and Mr. Michae! 
MeCarthy. 

A committee of action was appointed to 
the strike, and arrangements were 
made for picketing and the distribution of 
strike pay. from the date when the men 
ceased work. 

A resolution passed, pledging the 
fullest moral and financial support to the 
strikers in their efforts to retain the present 
rate of wages and conditions of employment. 

\ delegate stated in the course of an inter- 
view that the position, so far as the men are 
concerned, was that they would not submit to 
any changed conditions, Other oil and petro!

Economy in Eggs. 


Apropos your kitchen economies you may 
find some of these tips a useful addition to 
your collection. The price of eggs is beginning 
to rise, so when preparing fish for frying use 
a small quantity of flour and milk, mixed to 
a smooth paste to bind the bread-crumbs in- 
stead of egg. When stuffing birds or meat, 
mix the stuffing with milk, stock or water in- 
stead of beaten egg—this produces a lighter 
textured stuffing, which I find more 
appetising; but be sure the mixture is very 
moist, though not sloppy. And a two-egg 
omelette will be twice its usual size if you 
add a tablespoonful of water for each egg. 

Even eggshells have their value; when 
collected and baked to a brittle condition in 
the oven they should be thoroughly crushed, 
and the powder placed in a jar beside the sink 
for scouring pots and pans. Stale bread and 
crusts should be saved, too, and baked crisp, 
then crushed to crumbs with the rolling- 
pin and stored in a tin for crumbling fish, 
rissoles, etc.

If your box- 
room holds an assortment of old-fashioned 
pictures in a variety of frames, for example, 
you can spend very profitable evenings con- 
verting them into trays, mirrors and fire- 
screens. Remove the picture from a narrow- 
edged frame of suitable size, leaving the 
glass in; over the picture stretch a suitable 
remnant of silk or satin, and over this: again 
a lace tray-cloth. Replace the covered 
picture in the frame, screw a piece of ply- 
wood to the back, and your tray is complete. 
You can, of course, lacquer the frame in 
anv colour, and add screw on handles. 

Perhaps the cheapest way to obtain good 
| plywood, which is tough and: durable, is 
to buy a tea-chest for a shilling or two from 
your grocer, and cut wood of the required 
size from the sides of this. When cut, the 
edges should be sandpapered to perfect 
smoothness. 


A Trifling Extravagance. 


Another very attractive tray may be made 
by substituting a nicely-grained piece of ply- 
wood for both glass and picture in te 
frame, and backing with plywood as heíore.

We have all of us seen 
those women, with large faces, who insist 
upon wearing a little dab of material stuck 
on the back of the head, leaving almost half 
of it exposed. They look positively grotesque. 
Like all things when it is good, it is very 
good, and when it is bad, it is horrid. 
new big hats are very simple affairs, and very 
often in rough straw, trimmed with a 
twist of ribbon. They are mest frequently 
pale blue, pale pink or white. Other big hafs 
show new combinations of materials, coloured 
linen, with application of oil-cloth in three 
shades being a favourite model. 

Some of the new large hats are oval in 
shape, wider at the back and front than 
at the sides. TLuciole is a favourite fabric 
for these, and they are usually trimmed with 
velvet ribbons in three shades of the same 
colour.

The Use of Beads.

THE CHAINED WARDER

(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

James Sutton (35), described 
surance agent, with an address 
Sheriff street, was charged, on remand 
having been concerned in the chaining to 
railings on the Royal Canal bank at Riley's 
Bridge, North Circular Road, of Warder 
John A. Smith on July 18th. 3 

Warder Smith, in evidence, stated that, im 
company with Thomas Lawlor and Richard 
Daniels, he went to the canal to do some 
fishing. Between 7 ard 8 p.m. four men 
vassed by, two of them pushing bicycles. 
‘hey soon returned, and one of them pre 
sented a revolver at witness and shouted : 
“ Hands up!” The accused, who was one el 
the four men. said: ‘‘Come over here, we 
want you.’ Witness walked over to where 
the four men were standing. He was 
brought to some iron railings, and one of the 
men produced handcuffs, and placed them on 
his wrist and tied him to the rail. Then, 
with the aid of the other men, chains were 
put round the witness’s legs and neck, and 
they secured him with padlocks to the rails. 
A notice was then affixed to witness’s back 
containing the words: ‘‘ Warder Smith tor- 
tures political prisoners.” 
All this time Lawlor and Daniels 
held up by a man with a gun and another 
man. At an identification parade at the 
Bridewell on Wednesday last witness identi- 
fied the defendant as one of «he men who 
took part in the attack in July last, but he 
was not the man who had the revolver. 
Mr. Cussen—Did this man put his hand 
on vou ?— No. 

Can you say if the defendant was the man 
who held up your companions?—No: he was 
not. He was standing beside tne man with 
the gun, with his hands in his pockets. 
Warder Daniels corroborated the foregoing 
evidence, adding that when the hold-up 
scene came to a close the two men responsible 
for it said that they were sorry, but they 
were acting under orders. It was Warder 
Lawlor who released their colleague from his 
chains. Lawlor had since been transferred 
to another station. 

The defendant was committed trial, 
and was allowed bail, himself in £25 and an 
independent surety in £25.

Ghe Chriving Scot. 


Anvone with a penchant. for digging 
into old local history must be struck by 
the fact that families of Scottish ancestry 
can be discovered all over Ireland.

These families 
will be found upon investigation to be 
representatives of men who found the 
journey along the roads of Ireland even 
in the eighteenth century as attractive 
and as lucrative as the traditional route 
to London. It appears that Scottish 
merchants, in the words of an old corre- 
spondence, ‘‘ were. wont to beat it upon the 
hoof after a pony laden with pedlar's 
goods to the fairs and markets.’’ Some 
achieved affluence ‘in their old age as a 
result of persistent pedestrian trade, 
coupled with a capacity to save money. 
Not a few; however, got rich quick by 
acting as purveyors of stores to those 
numerous bands of adventurous swords 
raised by local gentry for the wars in 
Europe, and throve mightily by playing 
the vanity of one would-be captain against 
that of his neighbour. The dusky 
canvassers who, suit-case of novelties in 
hand. make their long  peregrinations 
about our countryside have inherited a by 
no means despicable tradition. 


History the. Aime.

Centenary of the Propeller. 


Glancing through a bundle of news- 
papers sent me from a friend on the 
Continent, I observed that the centenary 
of ‘the invention of the screw propeller 
has just been celebrated at Boulogne. It 
was in 1831 that Frederic Sauvage com- 
pleted his first practical tests on the pro- 
peller as a means of propulsion for ships, 
and obtained a patent for it. Un- 
fortunately, like many other inventors, 
he was unable to obtain financial backing 
for his invention, ahd was eventually 
imprisoned for debt. During the period 
of his incarceration the invention became 
public property, and was saccessfully. used 
in England for the propulsion of ships. 
Snuvage’s invention is the basic design of 
the modern propellers used for Attantic 
liners and for aeroplanes, It is regrettable 
to think that he died in abject poverty, 
driven almost to insanity by the loss uf 
the invention for which he had given so 


much. 


Seven Great Blunders. 


The enterprising editor of an American 
review has offered a tempting prize of 
three hundred dollars for the best list of 
seven great world blunders that have had 
a dire effect upon humanity. He got his 
idea from a contributor who already has 
sent in a list of blunders, and has given

MOTORING accident occurred at a 

A place known as ' Hungry Rock,” 
4 situated on a lonely mountain road 
midway between Collooney and Coolaney, Co. 
at an early hour this morning, as a 
result of which a well-known Sligo motor 
proprietor, Mr, Patrick J. Mulligan, of 
Market street, was burned to death. It 
appears that when Mr. Malligan’s family got 
un this morning they found a note in their 
father's handwriting saying that he had gone 
with a passenger to Coolaney. This did not 
oocasion any concern, as it was his habit, 
when called out in the early hours, to go 
without disturbing the household, and to 
leave a note stating where he had gone. At 
about 7.30 a.m. a man named Conway, who 
was on his way to a fair, and whose journey 
led him past the Hungry Rock, came upon a 
biazing motor car, the front of which was 
aéfross the ditch. As far as he could discern, 
tee car was unoccupied. He informed the 
(,uards at Coolaney of what he had seen, and 
a party proceeded to the Hungry Rock. On

A THEORY. | 


People living in the locality informed our 
correspondent that this morning a heavy mist 
enshrouded the district, and it is thought | 
that, hampered by this, Mr. Mulligan came 
into collision with the ditch after rounding a 
sharp turn in the road at the place where 
the accident occurred. The fact that the car 
was facing in the direction of Sligo indicates 
that the journey to Coolaney with the un- 
known passenger was safely accomplished, 
and that it was on the return journey that 
the accident happened. 

Exhaustive inquiries have been made by 
the Civic Guards with the object of tracing 
the person who hired the car from Siig» to 
Coolaney, but, so far, without result. 

The deceased man, who was about fifty 
years of age, leaves a widow and a large 
family. 

His wife was spending a holiday with her 
own family a few miles trom the scene of the 
accident, His eldest son, who is a promising 
amateur boxer, holding the Connaught neavy 
weight championship, recently joined the 
Civic Guards, He is stationed at the Depot, 
Dublin.

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Father and Son Returned 
for Trial.

DUNDALK, Saturday. 
HE case of a man why» alleged that 
ae while he was fighting a fire on a road 
engine he was stabbed in the arm, was 
investigated at a special sitting of Dundalk 
District Court to-day. 

Thomas McDermott, a middle-aged farmer 
from Dulargy, Ravensdale, was prosecuted 
hy the State for aggre Joseph Dooley, 
of Ballyvmakellett, by stabbling him with a 
knife with intent to do him grievous bodily 
harm. McDermott’s son, John, also was 
charged with assaulting John Dooley, a 
brother of the injured man, by striking him 
with a stone on the head. 

Joseph Dooley said that he had been 
peling as a flagman on a County Council 
road engine, with his brother as driver. 
While coming to Dundalk the engine went 
on fire thirty yards from McDermott’s house. 
He got down off the engine and got a bucket 
of water from a well. While getting a 
second bucket of water he was down on one 
knee. Someone then came behind him, 
caught him by the shoulders, and said: 
“This is not a public well.” Witness then 
felt a stab in the back of the left arm. He 
fell on his face, and was underneath the man 
until his brother came and took him awsy. 
It was then he recognised Thomas McDer- 
mott, and saw in his hand a black-handled 
knife, with a spike at the end of it. McDer- 
mott’s son then came from the back of the 
engine and hit witness’s brother with a stone 
on the face. 


STAB IN THE ARM. 


“When I got the stab in the arm,” said 
Dooley, ‘‘ tha blood stirted to spill down 
and the arm became dead, there being no 
ower in it. When I got up from the ground 
McDermott threw a stone at me and I fell on 
the road.”’ 

John Dooley said that when the engine went 
on fire he ordered his brother to get water to 
quench the blaze. His brother went to get 
another bucket of water, but witness could 
not see him get it, as there was steam all 
round him. He heard his brother ehout: 
“Oh! my arm.” He then saw Thomas 
McDermott with a hold of his brother, and 
in his right hand there was a knife. This 
was @ black knife, with a spike two and a 
haií inches long on the end of it. Witness 
caught McDermott by the coat at the back of 
the neck and pulled him away from his 
vrother. While he held McDermott, telling 
him to drop the knife, McDermott’s son 
struck witness a blow in the face with a 
stone. 

Asked by the Justice if there was any 
reason for this behaviour, Dooley said that 
he had a row with McDermott nine months 
ge, when McDermott stuck him with a stone-

Cruelty to Mare. 


Animal Dies Following 
“ Docking.”

LURGAN, Saturday. 

CASE of cruelty to a mare was heard 
A at Clonmacate (Co. Armagh) Monthly 

Court, when District Inspector Ander- 
son charged Leo Larkin, Portadown, with 
cruelly ill-treating a black mare at Derry- 
hubbert on August 11 by performing an 
operation known as ‘‘ docking,’’ the animal's 
tail without an anesthetic. James Creaney, 
Portadown, was cliarged with a like offence, 
by cutting the roof of the animal's mouth 
with a penknife. ‘here was a second 
summons against Creaney for permitting, 
while Malachy Grimley, Portadown, was 
prosecuted fer aiding and abetting. 

Evidence for the prosecution was to the 
effect that the animal was purchased on 
August 10 in Enniskillen fair, and was taken 
ill while going to Portadown. One of the 
defendants was said to have bled its mouth 
with a penknife for the “ head-staggers.’ 
Its tail was also “ docked,” to which a red 
hot iron was afterwards applied to keep it 
from bleeding. The animal died the same 
night. | 

Mr. John Gallery, solicitor for defendants, 
admitted that since 1919 it was illegal to 
perform such operations as had been per- 
formed on the mare without an anesthetic. 
He pleaded for Jeniency as Creaney paid 
£7 10s. for the animal, and that was a good 
fine in itself, as the mare died that night. 
Creaney did his best to save the mare's life. 

Creaney, in evidence, said that he bled the 
mare’s mouth and ‘‘ docked ”’ her tail. Lynn, 
a boy of 14, held. 

Creaney was fined £2 and Larkin 10s. for 
aiding and abetting, defendants being ordered 
to pay £1 8s. 6d. extra costs. The case 
against Grimley was dismissed. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. G. Waugh, J.P.) 
said that it was a terrible thing to do, while 
District Inspector Anderson said that it was 
one of the worst cases of cruelty he had heard 
of for a long time.

Mahatma Gandhi. 


Mr. Gandhi has been hailed in London 
with much acclamation by his admirers, 
and has described his welcome as ‘‘ most 
flattering and embarrassing.’’ “TI know,” 
he said, ‘‘ that it is not a welcome only 
to me, but a welcome to an ideal, or to a 
message that I have endeavoured for close 
on thirty years to represent.’’ The 
Mahatma, however, is not quite correct; 
for, in fact, this ideal scarcely has been 
grasped by his European satellites, and 
all enthusiasm has ben for his 
personality alone. In ordinary cases a 
i delegate’s importance rests upon the 
people for whom he speaks. Mahatma 
Gandhi reverses the réle. His importance 
lies in himself, and the Congress Party's 
strength rests upon its adherence to the 
ideal of this mystic and politician who 
calls himself its mere mouthpiece. During 
the coming weeks the Round Table Con- 
ference will seek to solve the Indian 
problem, and at its sessions the Mahatma 
will be the chief Yet no 
deference to his high principles and peace- 
ful message must obscure the fact that any 
agreement with him is valuable only in 
so far as it is accepted by those disaffected 
elements on whose behalf he has come to 
England. The Imperial Government 
must look beyond the idealist to India’s 
polyglot millions, and must decide how far 
the Mahatma’s wishes are translatable

religions of India will dwell together in 
an uncontending equality. Can this 
dream be realised? There is little in 
India’s history, or in the world’s history, 
to suggest that such a peace can exist in 
the absence of a controlling authority, 
such as that by which Rome once kept 
the old world from conflict, and the Raj 
limits the dissensions of modern 
Hindustan. It is this safeguard which a 
hasty surrender to Mr. Gandhi's demands 
will remove. 

It will be a calamity if Mr. Gandhi is 
forced to return disappointed on all 
points.

The precise extent of the ‘‘ Fascist ” 
revolt in Austria is as yet unknown; but 
its significance is indisputable. It began 
during Saturday night, when Dr. Pfreimer,

The project for a 
Customs union with Germany roused all 
the barely concealed hostility of her 
vigilant enemies, France and the Little 
Entente, who did everything in their 
power to hinder the consummation of the 
Zollunion. While Austria’s economic 
future hung in the balance she had 
perforce to seek means whereby her imme- 
diate insolvency might receive succour ; 
but only one Power in Europe was in a 
position to help, and, on condition of a 
loan, Austria was compelled to abandon 
her hopes of a Customs union—though the 
question of its legality at that moment was 
agitating the International Court—and 
thus to throw away her fairest prospect of 
financial stability. It is little wonder 
that the people bear these crosses hardly. 
The Fascists contend that in accepting the 
French loan on the terms on which it was 
offered, Dr. Schober abrogated his 
country’s independence, and set its neck 
beneath the heel of an unfriendly nation. 
Dr. Schober, however, has little choice. He 
must steer the safe path ; and the safe path 
has small attraction for a groaning people. 


The Schneider Trophy. 
Flying at an average speed of 340.08 


miles an hour yesterday, Flight-Lieutenant 
Boothman, the young Irish airman, won 
the Schneider Trophy for Britain. The 
event was robbed of much of its 
spectacular interest, because neither 
France nor Italy took part in it; but 
Flight-Lieutenant Boothman’s feat has 
established beyond yea or nay the 
supremacy of British aircraft. His speed 
created a new “ record ’’ for the Schneider 
races. On the last occasion the highest 
speed was 328 miles an hour, and there is 
little doubt that, if the element of inter- 
national competition had been provided by 
the presence of French and Italian teams, 
Flight-Lieutenant Boothman would have 
flown at a still greater speed. In fact, 
after the official ‘‘ walk-over’’ had been 
completed, Flight-Lieutenant Stainforth, 
another member of the British team, broke 
all previous speed “ records ” by return- 
ing an average of no less than 386.1 miles 
an hour. Hitherto Squadron-Leader 
Orlebar’s achievement of 357.7 miles an 
hour had held the field, but henceforward 
even that great speed will be considered 
comparatively slow. It is difficult to 
realise the rate of movement that is repre- 
sented by such high speeds. On one of his 
laps Flight-Lieutenant Stainforth actually 
flew at the rate of 404.265 miles an hour, 
or six and three-quarters miles a minute. 
Flying at this rate, an airman could make 
the journey from Dublin to Belfast in 
fifteen minutes, or from Dublin to London 
in about three-quarters of an hour. 
imagination. reels before such facts; and 
the science of flight is only on the 
threshold of its development. In 1920 the 
first Schneider Trophy race was won by 
Italy with an average speed of 107 miles an 
hour. One almost shudders to contemplate 
the speed at which airmen will be flying 
ten years hence. | 


Theatre Prices. 


The Parisian theatre is being compelled | 
| of Coats in small and large sizes 


| which many customers are sure to appreciate 


to strike its flag to the films. Not long 


ago actors and managers, in an effort te 


keep the stage’s head above water, agreed | 


to a reduction of their salaries, but it 
appears that the economy thus effected 
will not be enough, and that prices must 
go down if the public is to come. One 
manager, according to the Darly Tele- 
qraph, has lowered the price of all seats 
by twenty per cent., at the same time 
abolishing the billets de fareur, by which 
many people obtained seats at half the 
ordinary price. Privileged tickets, of 
course—issued to ensure full houses—are 
one of the reasons why Parisian theatre 
prices have remained high. The Parisian 
picture houses, like picture houses else- 
where, are, on the whole, cheaper and more 
comfortable than the theatres, and contrive 
to attract full audiences all the time ; but, 
while the theatres tend towards lower 
prices, the picture houses are becoming 
dearer, and soon the two will be fighting 
on almost level terms. In England, on 
the other hand, both alike will tend to the 
expensive. Mr. Snowden’s emergency 
Budget has added 2d. in the shilling to 
the. entertainments tax, and so large an 
increase almost certainly will be passed on 
to the patron of both theatre and 
picture house. The Free State s condi. 
tion is happier. Mr. Blythe's Budget of 
last April not only levied an additional 
import duty on films, but lightened the 
theatres of the burden of entertainments 
tax. The remission will begin to operate 
next month, and it will be interesting to 
watch its effect on theatre prices. Will 
prices go down while the quality of the 
entertainment goes up; or will the new 
shifting of burdens only just enable the 
theatres to put up an equal fight against 
the films!

The authori- 
ties are confident that within a short time 
the rebellion will be suppressed. 


DISARMED AND 
ARRESTED. 


At Koenigsberg gendarmes succeeded in 
disarming the Heimwehr, seizing two 


machine guns, several rifles and pistols 
and a quantity of ammunition. Several 
arrests were made. 

Near Klosterneuburg, in the neighbour- 
hood of Vienna, two hundred and fifty 
members of the Heimwehr were arrested 
by the police and military and handed 
over to the Criminal Court at Vienna. 

The police, gendarmes and troops have 
completely suppressed the revolt around 
Kirchdorf, and the restoration of order is 
also reported from Bruck. 

Troops from Vienna, Graz and Klagen- 
furt are expected to enforce a return to 
normal conditions in the other areas of 
disaffection.

WORLD’S SPEED RECORD 
BY LIEUT. STAINFORTH. 
F LYING at an average speed of 

340.08 miles an hour, Flight- 
Lieutenant Boothman yesterday won 
the Schneider Trophy for Britain and 
set up a new speed record for the 
race. lhe previous best speed for 
the race was 328.63 miles per hour. 

There were seven laps to the fly 
over, and Flight-Lieutenant Booth- 


man’s times and speed per lap were

The whole course was completed in 
38 minutes 22 1-5 seconds.

It was also announced that Lieutenant 
Boothman broke the world’s record for the 
100 kilometres flying start on a closed 
circuit with a speed of 342.9 miles per 
hour. The record was previously held by 
Flight-Lieutenant Atcherley with 331.75 
miles per hour. 

Sparkling sunlight on blue waters, a 
sky with a few clouds and excellent 
visibility vesterday put the personnel at 
the Calshot base into an optimistic mood, 
The only thing that tempered _ the 
optimism was the freshness of the breeze. 

The S 6 B was the first machine to be 
taken out. The ‘plane was towed in the 
teeth of the wind, which was getting a 
little stronyer as time wore on.

Flight-Lieutenant Boothman’s face was 
streaked with black stains, caused by 
smoke from the exhaust and oil.

body below the base of the left lung and 
about one inch from the spine. | 

Before he collapsed he succeeded in 
opening the door and getting into his 
house. 

Subsequent investigation showed that 
the shots were discharged at a range of 
seven or eight yards. 

The injured man was removed to the 
district hospital, where hopes are enter- 
tained for his recovery if complications 
do not set in. 

Mr. McInerney is a building corfractor, 
married, and about fifty vears of age. He 
Is very popular in the district, and the 
outrage is very widely condemned.

R. GANDHI, who arrived in London 
on Saturday from India, drove to

road. During the evening Mr. Gandhi, 
who was dressed in a loin cloth, with a 
white shawl slung over his shoulders, 
addressed a, number of Indians and some 
Europeans in a hall in the building. He 
afterwards went to Kingsley Hall, Bow, 
his present London home. 

Mr. Gandhi left the hard straw 
mattress upon which he had | een uwe 
at 4.30 a.m. vesterday for an hour o 
meditation on the rooí garden of Kingsley 
Hall. With him were a handful of his 
ardent followers. 

Over sleeping London in the chilly 
morning the Mahatma gazed, his frail 
body wrapped in rugs. There were prayers 
for peace and freedom for India, then a 
silence that was unbroken and rich :n 
Significance. When it was over Mr. 
Gandhi returned to his mattress, which 
had been placed on the concrete floor of a 
“cell ”. at the Hall. 

Here in the confined space of a few 
square feet, with bare walls around him, 
Mr. Gandbi will work And: sleep during 
the next few days. 

TO SLEEP IN THE OPEN, 

It was too cold for his mattress to be 
taken out on the verandah last night, 
but Mr. Gandhi has every intention of 
sleeping in the open-air when it is 
possible. 

He was at work till after 11 p.m. on 
Saturday. Five hours of sleep and then 
his meditation, to be followed by a couple 
of hours more sleep before rising for the 
day. 

His breakfast—of cereals, fruit and 

asteurised goat's milk—was brought to 
Fim by members of his own staff soon 
after sevfm. Then, wearing his loin cloth, 
he went to the roof garden, now bright 
with the warm morning sunshine, and 
began spinning. 

Yesterday he held a reception on the roof 
garden. His friends—wealthy and _ in- 
fluential people and the East End poor— 
came to see him. They were taken to the 
thin, emaciated man, who squatted on the 
floor beside his spinning wheel, there to 


be greeted with the charming friendliness | 


that characterises every action of the 
Mahatma. 


BROADCAST TO AMERICA. 


He had no plans for the day other than 
an engagement to broadcast a message 
over the Atlantic telephone to the United 
States in the afternoon. He spoke in 
English for half an hour to New York 
and other American stations. 

“ In my opinion,”’ he said ‘‘ the Indian 
struggle in its cansequences not merely 
affects India, but the whole world. India 
is, by itself, almost a Continent. It 
India is to revive the glory of her ancient 
past it can only do so when it attains its 
freedom. 

“The means adopted by Indians for 
attaining that liberty were not violence, 
not bloodshed, not diplomacy as one under- 
stood it nowadays; but thev are purely 
and simply the truth and non-violence. 


WORLD SICK OF BLOOD- 
SHED. 


“I personally would wait, if need be, 
for ages rather than seek to attain the 
freedom of my country through bloody 
means. I feel in the innermost recesses 
of my heart, after a politica] experience 
extending over an unbroken period of 
close upon thirty-five years, that the world 
is sick unto death of blood-spilling. The 
world is seeking a way out, and I flatter 
myself with the belief that, perhaps, it 
will be the privilege of the ancient races 
of India to show that way out to the 
hungering world.”’ 

Speaking afterwards to a reporter, Mr. 


Gandhi said that he had thoroughly en- 
_ joved his first day in London. 


“It has been wonderful to see your 


-sunshine, and I have been visited by many 


of my friends,” he said. 
MAHATMA AND THE POLICE. 


Extraordinary precautions were taken 
to ensure the safety of Mr. Gandhi. Two 
policemen were on duty all night in 


‘Kingsley Hall, near to the “cell” where 


Mr. Gandhi slept, and outside throughout 
the day there was a continuous guard of 
five uniformed officers and four private 
detectives. 

Mr. Gandhi himself thinks that all 
these precautions are unnecessary. 

“I am afraid they are making a real 
prisoner of me,” he said to a Hindu 
visitor. ‘‘I wish those policemen would 
go away. I am sure their presence is 
quite unnecessary.’’ 

Mr. Gandhi consented to make a short 
talking picture, and l).e was much 
interested in the novelty of it. 

The interest in his visit to the East 
Fnd was ‘amazing. During the day 
thousands of visitors gathered outside 
Kingsley Hall and watched the verandah 


‘in the hope ef catching a glimpse of the 


Hindu leader. 

Once he was seen walking about in his 
loin cloth, and a great cheer went up. 
Mr. Gandhi waved his hand and then 
disappeared.

THOUSAND DEAD IN 
BELIZE. 


WARSHIP’S DASH WITH 
SUPPLIES.

More than a thousand people perished 
in the hurricane and tidal wave disaster 
here, according to the latest estimate. 
The authorities are considering abandon- 
ing the town and moving to the higher 
regions on Pine Ridge. 

More than seven hundred bodies have 
been recovered so far, and the authorities 
have decided to burn the débris without 
uncovering any more, so as to prevent an 
outbreak of disease. 

There have been several food riots of a 
minor nature, which were fortunately 
quelled, and relief kitchens have now been 
set up; and are open day and night. 

The British cruiser Danae has been 
despatched from Barbados with medical 
supplies and food for the devastated area, 
and an offer by the United State’ Govern. 
ment to send aeroplanes and ships with 
medical supplies has been gratefully 
accepted by the British Embassy at 
“os rm Say 

Six United States naval 'plames have 
arrived with doctors and medical supplies, 
and a United States minesweeper is also 
here. 

There are many dead among the 
students of the Jesuit College, which. 
according to an eye-witness, was heaved 
high in the air above the concrete sup- 
porting pillars, and then collapsed to the 
ground like a pack of cards. 


It was stated last night at the home ol 
the mother of Dr. E. A. Dunn, Bishop of 
Honduras, at Sutton, Surrey, that a cabie 
received for the bishop, who is engaged in 
preaching engagements in Cornwall this 
week-end, stated that all the missionaries 
were safe. About ten persons, four of 
whom are women, are concerned.

heutenant-colonel and made member of a 
travelling medical board. He was also 
awarded the ‘Territorial decoration and the 
Associate Cross of St. John of Jerusalem. He 
took a great interest in the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade, and under his leadership 
and instruction that institution became a 
great success in the town of Falmouth. His 
wife, who survives him, is a daughter of the 
late Lieutenant-Colonel John Latchford, M.D., 
R.A.M.C., and sister of Mrs. Palmer, wife of 
Rev. Montgomery J. Palmer, M.A., late 
Rector of Newcastle, County Wicklow; and 
also of Mrs. Silcock, wife of Mr. Charles 
Silcock, District Inspector, Acting Com- 
mandant, Royal Ulster Constabulary Dépót, 
Newtownards. 

THE HON. BERTHA DEWHURST. 

The death of the Hon. Bertha Dewhurst, 
wife of Captain R. H. Dewhurst, took place 
yesterday at her residence, Greenmount, Clon- 
silla. The Hon. Bertha Dewhurst was the 
sister of the second Baron Churston. She 
was married to Captain Dewhurst in 1883.

RIDAY of last week, the 11th of 
F: september, wre a notable landmark in the 
history of aviation, and one that should 
have had a particular interest for us in 
Ireland; vet, it passed all but unnoticed save 
by a cycling club, whose connection with 
fiving arises from the fact that it took its 
title from one of the pioneers of air travelling, 
who, on the day that the club was formed, 
accomplished a feat that at the time caused 
the world to ring with admiration of his skiil 
and daring 
It was on the 11th of September. :wenty- 
one vears ago, that Robert Loraine, an actor 
by profession, and one of Fngland’s first 
flying men (who is still, hagpily, among us), 
created history by flving in a Farman biplane, 
with a Gnome engine, from England to Ire- 
Jand. Apart from the fact that it was the 
first occasion the Irish Sea or St. Gevryges 


| Channel (as the geography books used to de 


scribe it), had been crossed by air, the flight 
was notable by reason of its being the longest 
oversea flight that had then been ace :n- 
plished. Loraine was an amateur fiving man, 
and he had come into prominence by reason 
of the ‘laring of many of his flights. Indeed, 
he had been criticised on several occasions for 
his excess of daring, and even when his cross- 
Channel feat had been successfully performed 
there were many who did not hesitiate to 
describe it as a foolhardy act, unwarranted 
by our knowledge of the air. at that time, and 
the crudeness of the machines of the period. 


WEYMAN’S FEAT. 


How far the pioneer airmen of 1910 had io 
travel before they reached the comparatively 
efficient stage that the outbreak of war r> 
vealed will be understood when one recalls 
that in the week Loraine made his historic 
crossing of the Irish Channel a French avia- 
tor, Weyman, made an ‘unsuccessful attempt 
to win the prize of £4,000 offered by Michelin. 
the French tyre manufacturer, to the first

man to fly from Paris to his works af 
Clermont-Ferrand. That distance, as the crow 
flies (it was thus a writer of the period de- 
scribed the point-to-point route), is 240 miles. 
and the chief difficulty attending the success- 
ful accomplishment of the feat lay in cross- 
ing the hilly Auvergne country anc landing 
on the summit of the Puy de Dome, 4,80) 
feet above sea level. ' 

Weyman used a machine of similar make 
to that which Loraine employed, and carried 
a passenger. He reached Nevers in three 
hours fifteen minutes, having travelled ore 
hundred and sixty-eght miles in that time, 
and beaten all records for passenger flights. 
Hie lost his way several times through fogs 
obscuring the country, and finaliy ‘ad to 
come down at. Montlucon, having flown two 
hundred and thirty miles in a little over six 
hours He found it impossible to locate the 
Puy de Dome in the fog, and thus the time 
limit expired before he could accomplish his 
task. The recorder of the flight, who wrote 
that 230 miles in a little over six hours 
represented an average speed of over fort 
miles an hour, may have been a little “éi 
in his mathematics (unless he was making 


Later he was gazetted brevet naa 


allowance’ for Weyman’s detours); but he 
was quite justified in his little tilt at the 
English newspapers, which maintained that 
the aeroplane was a disappointment, and 
that it would never be of any practical use. 

Bleriot had already crossed the English 
Channel from France to England and had 
won a fabulous sum for the feat. An Irish 
newspaper had in the previous year offered 
a prize of one hundred pounds for the cross- 
ing of the Irish Sea. No attempt having 
been made, the offer was withdrawn. It was 
not regarded as a serious offer, as consider- 
ably greater sums of money could have been 
earned for the accomplishment of less diffi- 
cult feats. In fact, it was looked upon as 
a cheap advertising ‘‘stunt’’ (we had that 
horrid word in those days), and might have 
been ranked with the Scotsman’s post-war 
offer of a pension to the widow of the ‘* Un- 
known Soldier.’’ 


LORAINE’S GREAT FLIGHT. 


Loraine flew from Holyhead to Howth 
‘for the fun of the thing.” Being an actor, 
there were people who professed to think 
that it was done for advertising purposes, 
and it was even suggested that his “ land- 
ing in the water near the Bailey Lighthouse 
was a pre-arranged intention, planned to 
direct attention to the production of ‘‘ The 
Man from the Sea.” which was produced in 
London on the following Saturday night, 
with Loraine in the title part. 

Loraine started his flight from Blackpool. 
I think that he had heen performing at a 
flying meeting there, but my memory is not 
clear on the point. He intended to cross 
the Channel immediately on arriving at Holv- 
head. but he met with trouble on the over- 
land journey, and was stranded in a remote 
part of the island of Anglesev,. and had to 
have his machine repaired, and bide his time 
for a suitable day. His plans were known in 
Dublin, and the evening papers of Saturday 
told us of the possibility of the attempt 
being made on the following day. I can 
vividly recal] the anxious hours I spent on 
the pier at Kingstown in the early hours of 
that Sunday morning. and subsequently on 
the end of the Bull Wall at Clontarf. scan- 
ning the sky for the expected aeroplane. 

Loraine started at eleven o'clock, and be- 
fore a telegram announcing his departure 
could have been delivered in Ireland, he was 
over Dublin Bay. (His actual time was 75 
minutes). His intention was to land on the 
Fifteen Acres, in the Phenix Park. Instead 
of following the course of the Liffey through 
the centre of the city, the airman headed 
for Howth. I dashed for the motor bicycle that 
[ had in’readiness, and at a pace that J thought 
could not have heen exceeded by Loraine, 
I skirted what we now call the Blue Lagoon, 
and got to the vicinity of the Baily Light- 
house, to find that Loraine had ‘“ landed,”’ 
and was res‘uing his aeroplane from the sea. 
His change of plans was due to the fact that 
his engine showed signs of failing when over 
Dublin Bay, and fearing the possibility of 
being compelled to make a forced landing be- 
fore be got io the open space to the west of 
the city, he decided to make for Howth. 
He swam ashore, and getting a 
small hoat from the = steamer Adela, 
he was rowed to the “ wreek ” and salvaged 
the ’plane, finding, to his delight, that the 


involuntary ‘‘ landing’’ in the sea had done 
no damage to the engine. In the course of 
the flight the engine failed to function satis- 
factorily, and when about a third of the way 
across the Channel it stopped altogether. 
From an altitude of about 4,000 feet Loraine 
planed down to about 1,500 feet before the 
engine began to re-fire.

LOW INFANTILE 
MORTALITY. 


MARKED INCREASE IN 
CANCER.

as measured by figures, for it was the 

year of the lowest total death-rate and 
the lowest infant mortality-rate yet recorded. 
Sir George Newman, the Chief Medical Officer 
of the Lritish Ministry of Health, makes this 
statement in his report for last year, which 
was issued yesterday. 

The infantile mortality rate was 60 per 
one thousands births, a “ record ” hitherto 
unreached, which approximately represents 
one-half the customary rate met with two 
decades ago. 

The total death-rate was 11.4 per thousand’ 
persons. 

The principal certified causes of death were 
(per thousand) :—Diseases of the heart and 
circulation, 245; cancer, malignant disease, 
127; bronchitis, pneumonia and other respira- 
tory diseases, 114; diseases of the nervous 
system, 90; all forms of tuberculosis, 79. 

On no previous occasion had the number 
of deaths from cancer been in excess of those 
from bronchitis, pneumonia and other 
respiratory diseases. 

Sir George Newman writes of the in- 
creased number of deaths due to cancer :— 
“ The tendency to regard the annual increase 
of mortality as win of a ma in- 
ability to control this disease is, perhaps, 
natural, but it is unduly pessimistic. If 1 
be true that a fraction of the increase is a 
natural consequence of the higher average 
age at death of the population, and that 
another fraction is the result of greater 
diagnostic ability to recognise the disease in 
the deeper-seated organs, an annual increase 
of recorded mortality should not only_not be 
received with surprise or dismay, but may 
actually be expected for some years to 
come.”’

HONG-KONG, Sunday. 

The campaign against the Communists 
in Kiangsi, though widely advertised as 
a succession of victories, culminating in 
their virtua] annihilation, has, in fact, 
left the stuation much as it was before; 
and, though massed bodies of troops have 
caused the “Red Armies’’ to retire -nto 
the southern part of the province, they 
have edged. back on the flanks of the 
Government forces, and have dealt them 
many shrewd blows. 

While the organised Communist com- 
munities have been compelled to shift 
their ground, their military strength has 
remained intact, and the “ Red Armies”’ 
are now reported to be recovering positions 
from which they were driven out three 
months ago. 

The Government forces operating in the 
country, rendered desolate by the enemy, 
have suffered great discomfort in the wet 
summer, and, being insufficiently fed and 
paid, have had no stomach for fighting, 
while many have been seduced by ‘‘ Red ”’ 
propaganda. In the north of the Province 
Communist bands are active on the 
Anhwei and Hupeh borders, while in the 
north-east of Hupeh there is a large, well- 
established Communist enclave reaching 
into Anhwei in one direction, and close to 
the Peking-Hankow railway in the other. 

Chiang Kai-shek, in a speech at Nan- 
king, while claiming that she Communist 
power has been shattered, said that com- 
plete extermination of the ‘‘ Reds” will 
take some time. The prophecy is, un- 
happily, likely to prove correct.

The destination 
was Howth, and Loraine’s feat gave the club 
what it had been looking for—a name. He 
became its patron, and to a telegram of con- 
gratulation which the members sent to him 
on Saturday from Howth, where they cele- 
brated their coming of age, the actor-aviator 
sent a gracious repiy, in the course of which 
he mentioned that their wire wae the only 
reminder that he had received that the day 
before was the twenty-first anniversary of his 
crossing of the Irish Channel.

EFERENCE has recently been made in 
R these columns to the passing of the 
City ef Dublin Steam Packet Com- 
any. In a letter published subsequently, 
Mr. J. M. Irwin, in remarking on the com- 
fort, efficiency, and punctuality of the old 
mail boats, expressed the hope that “ in days 
to come when we are all travelling by air, 
and twenty-tive miles an hour on the Irish 
Sea has beco:ne too slow for us, the same 
happy memories will exist of to-day’s service 
carried on by the London, Midland and Scot 
tish Railway Company’s mail boats, Cambria, 
Hibernia, and Scotia.”” The very mention 
of these vessels recalls the fact that on 
August Ist, 1848—about eighteen months be- 
fore the first train passed through the 
Britannia Tubular Bridge—the then Chester 
and Holyhead. Railway Company began to 
run a day express service hetween. Holyhead 
and Kingstown with its own new steamboats 
bearing the same names as those of the pre- 
sent mail boats. 


IN THE DAYS OF SAIL.

AN EIGHTEENTH.CENTURY 
TRAVELLER. 

In the early part of the eighteenth century 
William Bulkeley made more. than one trip 
to Dublin from Holyhead by sailing vessel, 
sometimes making the journey from his home 
to Holyhead by sea also. 

The following extracts from the diary are 
interesting reading to-day :— 

March 26, 1755. Set out for the Head 
about 7, and being obliged to go about we 
did not arrive there until 12 in the fore- 
noon: paid the Custom House fees for 
searching my portmanteau 2s.; paid 6d for 
carrying it ashore; paid in the house 10s. 
Set sail at 9 in the evening. Very calm 
all the night. 

March 27, 1735. About 11 in the fore- 
noon we came within sicht of the Hill of 
Hoath: came to the bay at 4 in the even- 
ing, and was near 8 before we landed at 
Rings End. Paid Quilho, the Master of the 
Packet boat, £1 1s. Od. for our passage ; 
gave the cabin boy 6d.; paid the hoatman 
that carried us from the ship to Rings End 
ls.; spent at Rings End in staying for a 
coach 1ld.; paid for a coach to 
2s. 10d ‘Twas near 11 at night when we 
came to Dublin, my poor daughter being 
en RN tired, and almost starved with 
cold. 


THE CAPTAIN PUTS BACK. 

April 2, 1755—Dublin, one o'clock in the 
evening had notice of the Prince Frederick 
Packet being to go over that evening; came 
to my lodgings jn a hurry; packed up my 
things to be gone. . . took a coach haif 
an hour past two in the evening: came to 
George’s Key, paid 1s. for a small bowl of 
punch, took water at 4, and came on board 
the Packet boat. 

April 3, 1735—Wind F.S.E. Weighed 

anchor at 4 in the morning;- sailed all 
that day against the wind; made very 
little way, being not above 7 leagues from 
the Irish shore by night, the wind continu 
ing E., sometimes N.F. all the night. I 
was at this time heartily tired of my 
voyage, but not, sick. 
April 4, 1735—The wind due F. : the old 
crazy ship stretching the 6 hours’ ebb to 
the north and the 6 hours’ flood to the 
south to gain 2 leagues in a tide. Before 
night we were got within 4 or 5 leagues 
of the Head, but about sunset a great storm 
arose and blew easterly all night, and hy 
the morning we were drove back again in 
sight of the Irish shore. Could not rest 
for.the noise aboard all the night. The 
Master at last decided to give over anv 
further attempts for the Welsh shore, and 
to turn back to Dublin. where we arrived 
at eight in the evening. 

April 5, 1735.—Being Faster Eve, gave 
the Master 5s. for what I ate and drank 
aboard; gave the men one shilling: came 
ashore and took lodgings on George's Key. 

A HURRIED START. 

April 10, 1735.—The wind $.F., raining 
very hard all the morning, as it did most 
part of the night. About 5 this morning 
I was alarmed with a knocking at my 
chamber door, that the Packet boat was 
just going off, which was surprising, be- 
cause I had been assured the night hefore 
she would not go -till Friday. No delav 
heing made in the matter IT was forced to

THIRTEEN PENCE IRISH. 

October 11, 1735 (Holyhead).—Wind 
N.E. Paid two shillings to the Kings 
Loatmen: about 5 in the evening the Wynd- 
ham Packet boat set sail: came to anchor 
in Dublin Bay at 6 in the morning. 

October 12, 1735.—Wind N.W. cold and 
raw. Paid 10s. 6d. for my passage; to 
cabin hoy 6d.; 1s. to the packet wherry. 
Came to a lodging at George s quay at 8 
in the morning. 

December 28. 1735.—Walked to quay 
along with Mr. Hugh Hughes, and, having 
put all my things in the boat and paid a 
rascally coachman 13d. Irish for carrying 
my things to the quay, we set out from 
George's quay at 6 in the morning, and 
bv 7 came on board the ‘ Carteret ’’ packet 
boat (Thomas Hughes, of MHolvhead, 
Master). Paid 1s. for my passage to the 
ship, but, the weather being so stormy, the 
Master resolved to stay where he was till 
norning, 

Dec. 29, 1735—At 6 in the morging we 
weighed anchor, but the wind being cross, 
and, moreover; very high, we made but 
little wav till one in the evening, when 
the wind settled at S, and by 6 in the 
evening we were at anchor in Holyhead. 
Paid half a guinea for my passage. 
FUNERAL : POMP. 

Professor J. Bayley Butler, 
of University College, Dublin, has drawn my 
attention to a copv of “ Ancestors and 
Descendants of Robert Clements, of Leices- 
tershire and Warwickshire, first settler of 
Haverhill, Massachusetts.” by PP. W. 
Clements, printed for private cir ulation. 

In this volume it is recorded that two of 
Robert Clements’ sons, who were 
in Cromwell's armv, settled in Co. 
Cavan. One of these, Daniel, had a grandson 
who became first Earl of Leitrim. We are 
told that Anne, dauchter of this first Earl of 
Leitrim, horn 20th September, 1766, died un- 
married at Grosvenor square, London, in May, 
1816. She was buried in the family vault at 
St. Michan’s, Dublin, and the following 
interesting account is given of her funeral :— 

The cortage consisted of a hearse with 
six horses, and a mourning coach with four 
horses, and was escorted from London to 

Holyhead by eight of the undertaker’s men, 
four of whom, including two mutes in silk 
dresses, were mounted. The undertaker him- 
self. with one assistant, travelled over to 
Dublin with the hodv, The procession was 
accompanied as far as the outskirts of 
London by about twelve of the family 
servants, as well as “three feather men, ”' 
and apparently twelve pages, of whom eight 
were mounted. They spent eight nights on 
the road to Holvhead, and at each inn at 
which they slept, the coffin was set in a 
room with lighted candles around 1t. and 
watched by attendants, probably the 
mutes, The undertaker’s bill amounted to 
five hundred and ninety three pounds, four 
shillings, which included, one hundred and 
ten pounds for the hearse, and eighty 
pounds for the mourning coach as far as 
Holyhead; nineteen pounds ten shillings 
for the sea journey from Holyhead to 
Dublin,

From OUR TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Sunday Nigh’ 

There are a few reflections arising out of 
last week's proceedings at Doncaster, and one 
concerns the yearling sales and the general 
outlook in the bloodstock world. 

The sales, on the whole, were voted good, 

but in this, case ‘‘ good ” is a relative term, 
and means that they were not nearly so bad 
as ag | Bun expected. Censidering the 
times, 1 think they were fairly good. 
Even the body-blow dealt by the new 
Budget on Thursday failed to shake bidders 
at the session of that evening or in the follow- 
ing. morning, though I do know of a few 
cases of trainers who had authorities to buy 
cancelled on Friday morning on account of 
the new taxation. These, however, were 
isolated cases, due toa sudden attack of ‘‘ cold 
feet.’’ 

It is said that Doncaster always un- 
expectedly produces a “new man” . This 
time it did not produce a new man, but a 
new girl, Miss Dorothy Paget, who gave tha 
top price of the sales, 6,600 gns., for Mr. J. J. 
Maher's halt-wrother to the St, Leger winner, 
Sandwich. 

Miss Paget does nothing by halves, and 
whether she owns racing cars or show hunters 
she always buys the best that is to be had. 
She gave a very big price Jast spring for the 
young steeplechaser Solanum to carry her 
colours in the Grand National, and she also 
gave a big price for the hurdler and stayer 
Insurance. who has ben entered for the Cesare- 
witch. Miss Paget's agent and trainer, Mr. 
Basil Briscoe, also bought several other 
yearlings on her behalf. 

Mr. Briscoe, who only came down from 
Cambridge a few years ago, and was for a 
time in Lord Ellesmere’s estate office, is build- 
ing up a verv strong stable of horses to run 
under both rules at Longstowe, on the borders 
of Cambridgeshire and Huntingdonshire. 

A DEBATABLE POINT. 

I heard the opinion expressed last week that 
bottom had been reached so far as bloodstock 
prices were concerned—a debatable point. 
This season racing has kept its end up re- 
markably well, and there has been no falling- 
off in attendances. 

Next season the pinch of taxation will be 
more acutely felt, and I am not so sure that 
they will be maintained at their present level. 
The addition to the entertainments tax will 
affect racecourse executives, and I shall not 
be surprised to find a marked tendency 
towards the reduction of stake money. 

In the next twelve months it is likely that 
we shall see a general re-adjustment in the 
economics of racing. One thing seems 
certain, and that is that stallion fees will 
have to be reduced in order to come into line 
with the decline in yearling prices. The 
present situation is not economic. 

Another thing for which I find owners 
clamouring is a reduction in training fees. At 
the present time, owing to the very low price 
of forage—hay can be bought in England for 
well under £3 a ton at the moment—trainers 
with big stables are doing remarkably well; 
but, then, there are not a great many trainers 
with big stables. Indeed, | know several who 
have more empty boxes than full ones. 

I am told—and there is no reason to doubt 
the authority—that next season there will be 
five hundred fewer horses in training at New- 
market than there were last vear. This is 
purely a personal matter for trainers, but I 
am sure the high cost of keeping horses in 
training in this country keeps prospective 
owners away, and causes others to curtail 
their commitments in bloodstock. 

THEIR TOTAL ECLIPSE 

This vear has seen the total eclipse of those 
people in England who rushed into the breed- 
ing business when thev saw it was booming. 
Exactly the same thing has happened in 
France, where it was even more overdone than 
it has heen in this country. No one regrets 
their disappearance. “Their advent led to 
gross over-production and the flooding of the 
country with bad horses, 

From a racing point of view the Doncaster 
meeting passed off wonderfully well The 
failure of the St. Leger favourite, Cameronian, 
was the big surprise of the meeting. He 
simply ran himself out through his over- 
excitability on the day, and that seems to be 
all there is to it. 

In spite of the fiasco on the Town Moor, J 
still think he is a very good colt indeed, 
though he is probahly nothing like so good 
a staver as the gallant winner of the race, 
Sandwich—another to confound the theorv 
so stubbornly held in certain quarters that 
there are no virtues in Trish grass. With! 
an Irish-bred winner of the St, Leger, and 
Irish vearlings making nearly all the big 
prices of the sales, some people must be feel- 
ing a little discomfited. 

I mav mention in passing that the funniest 
thing that happened to me last week was 
an English breeder coming and asking me to 
blazon forth in the public prints his scheme, 
which, he said, had influential support, for 
levving an import duty on Irish-bred yearlings 
sent to be sold in England. | 


THE ACCEPTANCES.

This 1s 
a high-class colt whose owner was hopeful 
of winning the Derby before he went amiss 
and had to be taken out of the race.

DEATH OF MR. T. RAY.

The death occurred at a private nursing 
home on Friday of Mr, Thomas Ray, a well- 
known owner of horses, who was a regular 
patron of Irish race meetings. Mr. Ray 
trained his own horses as well as those of 
other owners, and won many races. For 
some time past he had been in failing health, 
a circumstance which did not deter him from 
following the sport he loved so much, but 
recently he was compelled to relinquish active 
participation in racing. 

A comparatively voung man, he was a long 
time connected with racing, both as trainer 
and owner. One of the horses he owned was 
Odd Cat, a remarkable steeplechaser, who, if 
not of very great class, picked up many 
races throughout the country.

Boston, with 1,560 boxes of pork—making a 
total of 477 cattle, 62,991 sheep and lamb 
carcases, 2,163 boxes and carcases of pork, 
200 sides of veal, 609 bags. etc., of meat, and 
19.611 quarters of beef. Compared with the 
imports of the preceding week, these figures 
show an increase of 49 cattle, 32,575 sheep 
and lamb carcases, 100 sides of veal and 804 
boxes and carcases of pork, and a decrease of 
3,159 bags, etc., of meat, and 17,566 quarters 
of beef.

things, and, on the whole, one that does not 
appear to be justified. The essentials to 
normality are restoration of confidence in 
the financial stability of this country, a real 
recovery in trade, and a higher level of 
commodity prices, which would increase the 
purchasing power of Australia, New Zealand, 
Argentina, Brazil, Canada and the United 
States. The world is more inter-dependent 
now than ever it was, and an improvement 
in one direction will be immediately reflected 
on others. 


FREE OF INCOME TAX. 


It is to be assumed that the increase in 
the standard rate of income tax will stimu- 
late a demand for securities the interest 
upon which is paid without deduction of this 
impost. But it is also likely that in the 
future more companies will follow the 
example set by the great English banks 
many years ago, and adopted more recently 
by certain overseas institutions, such as the 
National Bank of India and the Chartered 
Bank of India, of deducting tax from divi- 
dends. A payment of 5 per cent., free of 
tax, is now equal to 6% per cent., less tax, 
and one of 6 per cent. to 8 per cent. gross. 
It would: be better, on the whole, if the 
practice of paying dividends less tax became 
universal, especially as small capitalists do 
not always realise how they stand in this 
matter. A company that declares 5 per cent. 
net pays tax on 6% per cent., as indicated 
above, but in such a case a shareholder not 
liable to pay any tax at all really pays some- 
thing in taxation, if indirectly, and can claim 
repayment, though many omit to do so. 


BUILDING SOCIETYS’ SHARES. 


It is probable also that another effect of 
the Supplementary Budget proposals will be 
to increase still further the deposit and share 
accounts of building societies, which pay in- 
terest and dividends without deduction of 
tax. ‘The expectation held in some quarters 
that these institutions would be drawn into 
the net of the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to a greater extent than at present has not 
been fulfilled. Already they are believed to 
be receiving more money than they can use 
with advantage, and if this feature becomes 
more pronounced for the reason mentioned it 
is almost certain that they will be forced to 
the return both to depositors and 
The building societies are not 
exempt from the payment of income tax, but 
do not pay on the same scale as ordinary 
companies. Therefore, the circumstances at- 
taching to shareholders uot liable for income 
tax at all do not apply ia these cases. 


CAPITAL APPRECIATION. 


It is to be hoped that the prospect of 
diminished incomes. especially from fixed in 
terest securities, will not foster a disposition 
to seek revenue from capital appreciation 
by indiscriminate purchases of stock for a 
rise. Such a development is scarcely likely, 
for most people take the view that, as yet. 
there is little justification for a substantial 
recovery in prices, even though it can be 
granted that in many directions stocks are 
under-valued. A recurrence of the boom con- 
ditions of 1928, when quotations were rising 
as a result of the optimism then rampant, is 
highly improbable, if only because the com- 
munity as a whole has much less money to 
lose than it had three years ago, and that 
the power of financial groups has been very 
greatly weakened. The investing classes 
must be prepared for a smaller income from 
their holdings, and, where this income is 
derived from Ordinary shares or stock in 
railway and industrial undertakings, rubber, 
oil and base metal mining companies, the 
reduction must last for a considerable time 
to come. In these circumstances, it would 
be the height of folly to seek compensation 
from the turn of fortune’s wheel in respect of 
Stock Exchange price movements. 


DISCRIMINATE BUYING. 


For the above reasons, a substantial in- 
crease in the volume of Stock Exchange busi- 
ness generally cannot be looked for yet 
awhile. Where purchases are effected after 
proper consideration of all the circumstances, 
and in the belief that certain values are 
unduly depressed, and the stock is not bought 
for a quick profit, the case is different, and 
those with spare capital should find little 
dificulty in picking out suitable securities 
for their purpose. As previously stated, if 
the general position has improved and the 
worst of the depression has been witnessed, 
almost anything can be bought now, always 
assuming that the purchaser is prepared to 
pay for his stock and to lock it away, 
perhaps, for an indefinite period.

of misconception at the present time 
as to the effects of a change of residence 
or a change of domicile, or a change-of both. 
upon a person’s liability to income tax and 
surtax in this country and in Great Britain, 
It has been stated that, in order to avoid 
the payment of the higher British taxes, a 
change of domicile would have to take place, 
because taxes are paid in respect of the 
country of domicile. This statement is almost 
entirely inaccurate and misleading, and would 
very possibly do a great deal of harm if 
allowed to go unchallenged. 


THE TAXATION AGREEMENT. 

At the present time, and since the coming 
into force of the Double Taxation Agreement 
of 1926, residence alone, and not domicile, 
determines liability to income tax and surtax 
of residents in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland and the Irish Free State. 

Articles 1 and 3 of the agreement establish 
the basic principle that a person who is rest- 
dent solely in the Free State, on the one 
hand, or in Great Britain or Northern Ireland, 
on the other, shall be liable only in the 
country of his residence, and shall be exempt 
from all income tax and super tax liability 
in the other country. ‘This exemption extends 
to, joint stock companies as well as to indivi- 
duals. A British taxpayer, therefore, who 
decides to come to reside.in the Free State 
on the 6th April next year, and who does 
not maintain a residence in England which 
he visits during the year, will not be hable 
to British income tax or surtax for 1832 35. 
Neither will he be liable if he maintains a 
residence and does not visit it. 


DETERMINING FACTORS. 

The immediate movements of a person, or 
his movements over a period of some years, 
are sufficient to determine his residence for 
income tax purposes, but the movements of 
his past life and his future intentions’ must 
be known in order to determine his domicile. 

A change of residence can be effected any 
time, but a change of domicile is an ex- 
ceedingly difficult operation. The recent 
aa case of the Earl of Iveagh is an 
illustration. 

Domicile comes into play. in income tax 
matters only when there arises a question 
of determining the ' guantum ” or amount of 
income from foreign sources. It also plays 
an important part in determining the lia- 
bility to estate duty of a deceased person's 
estate. 

There is no necessity at present for any 
movement of funds from England to the 
Free State in order to avoid the heavier 
taxes in operation across the Channel or 
across the border. Interest, dividends or 
other income in the beneficial ownership of 
residents of this country, which _ suffers 
British income tax, can be reclaimed under 
the double taxation agreement in the same 
manner as people have been reclaiming it 
since 1926. This income will continue to be 
assessed to Free State tax as hitherto in the 
hands of its recipients: Similarly, it would 
be of no advantage to British residents 
to transfer their funds fo the F ure 
State, as the income from such funds would 
have to be made known to the British 
revenue anthorities, and would have, there- 
fore, to suffer British income tax. 


THE CONVERSION LOAN, 


The only possible transfer of funds at the 
present time would be out of British War 
Loan Stocks to Free State securities in 
crder to avoid the consequences of Mr. 
Snowden s proposed conversion scheme. It 
has been stated that investors in the Free 
State hold about forty million pounds worth 
of War Stocks. which yield annually approxi- 
mately two million pounds. If a movement 
in favour of transferring some of this huge 
som to Free State securities should be 
initiated it would have important reactions 
upon Free State Government and other 
funds in this country. 

Possibly such a transfer may not be neces- 
sarv if Mr. Snowden decides that foreign 
holders of War Loan will not be reauired 
to convert their stock into the new Conver- 
sion Loan. The question may arise, however, 
whether Free State holders come into the 
category of “ foreigners.”

the establishment of a Republic in 

Ireland were outlined by the leader of 
the Fianna Fail Partv, Mr. de Valera, ina 
speech at Wicklow -eesterday. 

Mr. de Valera said that he had not departed 
from what he said in the years from 1916 to 
1922, and to-day he was as anxious for the 
complete freedom of this country as he had 
been then. We want to combine the people 
together again, he continued, so that we may 
be able to pursue that aim, so that there will 
be no interference by a foreign Power with 
us in the direction of our own policy. They 
could not have freedom except under a strong 
Government, and Fianna Fail hoped clearly to 
state a programme so that everybody would 
know what it meant. Thev would do so 
before the general election. It was their aim 
to give leadership to the nation, and to get 
all together, working towards a common end, 
to avoid internal strife with its inevitable 
results. 

“ We make this promise,” said Mr. de 
Valera. “ that if the task of rebuilding is 
given to us we will try to rebuild in a direc- 
tion which will not lead to the consequences 
that the present industrial system has led to. 
The. building up of our industries does not 
mean increasing the wealth of the rich, and 
the reduction of the means of existence of the 
poor. It means that, in so far as the re- 
sources of the community are utilised, the 
human being will benefit. 

The complaint of the Fianna Fail Party 
against its opponents was. he said, that they 
had run away from the policy of self-reliance 
initiated in the days of Sinn Fein, and had 
failed to bring any real lasting benefit to the 
people of the country.» There was never a 
time so propitious for the organisation of the 
country. Evety nation was going to be forced 
back to the policy of self-reliance. He was 
glad of that development, and he helieved 
that if they had had an independent republic 
in 1921. instead of waiting to be forced into 
action by the attitude of other nations to take 
measures of self-defence, this country wonld 
have given a lead to the other nations of the 
world, as far as economic and social organisa 
tion was concerned. 


EMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 

Mr. de Valera dealt with the matter of pro 
viding employment for every unemployed 
worker in ha and said that it could he 
done through careful watching of the develop- 
ment of home industries, or by the aid of a 
tariff. If the ordinary tariff was not sufficient 
to enable men to find work. then they should 
consider seriously the putting of a complete 
embargo on certain manufactured articles com- 
ing into the country. 

He instanced the importation of cheap suits 
from Russia, and said that if that was allowed 
to continue, then the clothing trade would 
find itself in low water. if it were not ex 
tinguished altogether. The Government of the 
day steod idly by and did nothing while the 
dumping was allowed to proceed. It was the 
duty of the Irish people to demand that an 
end be put to this dumping, so that Ireland 
should be built up to its former greatness. 
and to what it would have been in the nine. 
teenth century if the riches of the land 
had not heen extracted by the English. 
The material and opportunity for action were 
there, if only they had a Government with the 
right will and determination to do what was 
necessary. 

The Fianna Fail Party were not going to 
keep to the methods in use in other countries. 
They were prepared to learn from other 
countries, but they would realise that thev 
had conditions which were peculiar to this 
country, and in dealing with those they would 
back their own opinion and solve those pro- 
blems in their own way. That is what the 
Fianna Fail Party, if it gets into power, will 
attempt to do, said Mr. de Valera.

His party 
claimed that in Ireland there was work for 
over 90.000 more than there. were people un- 
emploved in Ireland at the present time.

In the industrialisation of Ireland they 
would seek to avoid matters leading to the 
state of things subsisting at present in Lanca- 
shire. People who thought that Ireland would 
be a second Lancashire were making a great 
mistake. Thev should, as a community, com- 
bine to provide in the best possible way for 
the needs of the people, so that the nation 
would benefit. The Fianna Fail Party did not 
want to be put into power without the sup- 
port of the people, which would enable them 
to do the things that must be done if the 
nation was to be rescued from its present 
position, 


FREE STATE INVESTMENTS. 

Mr. Sean MacEntee, T.D., said that it was 
extraordinary that, notwithstanding the crisis 
in Britain, Mr. McGilligan shonld be away at 
Geneva.when the Free State might he involved. 
He dealt with the investment of Irish money 
abroad, and said that the Irish Free State 
had ‘six million pounds invested in the 
British Consolidated War Loan, which, if 
realiged when it stood at £107, would have 
heen a stroke of good business. To-day, if 
thev wanted to sell, thev stood to lose half a 
inillion.. On the 26th August last, he said. 
the Free State Currency Commission realised 
one million pounds’ worth of its securities, 
but immediately reinvested that money. He 
would like to know at whose political dicta. 
tion such an extraurdinary thing had 
Lappened.

MR. LEMASS'S DISCOVERY. 


Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D.. addressed meetings 
at Colloonev, County Sligo, and at Carrick 
on-Shannon vesterday. 

Speaking at Colloonev, Mr. Lemass said :— 
Day by day it is becoming clearer that to a 
very great extent the depressed econoniic con 
ditions now existing in Ireland are due to 
our financial subjection to Britain. It is not 
possible for any government in anv country 
to provide effectively for the public welfare 
while the most important instruments of 
economic policy—the banking institutions 
and the currencv—are under foreign control. 
Political freedom is meaningless if it does not 
imply the power to regulate the volume and 
price of money in accordance with the re- 

uirements of the country. When the Free 
State Government decided to tie up its 
currency to British currency and to permit 
Irish banking institutions to continue. their 
British entanglements, it destroved with one 
blow the greatest advantage secured by the 
Treaty for the Twenty-six Counties. Poverty 
persists and depopulation continues because 
in financial matters the same conditions pre- 
vail as existed before the Treaty was signed. 

The financial crisis in England has focussed 
attention on the danger of our position. 
The need for an independent cufrency 
and an independent banking system 
was not so obvious when conditions 
in England were. normal. If the present 
Government refuses to take action to remedy 
the bad effects of its original ill-advised de 
cisions, 1t will be necessary for a Fianna 
Fail Government. as one of its first acts 
after the general election, to amend the 
Currency Act of 1927. The country requires 
strong financial leadership in order to 
bring about the necessary re-organisation of 
banking and currency policy, and such 
leadership can only be secured by the estab- 
lishment of a central bank, which would 
control money rates and credit policy. There 
can be no economic freedom without financial 
freedom. 


ALTERNATIVE MARKETS. 


The decrease in British purchasing power, 
with the consequent decline in the value of 
eur exports to that country, has again 
brought to the forefront the question of 
finding alternative markets for our produce. 
So long as Britain was able to absorb and 
pay for all the foodstuffs we could produce, 
her geographical proximity made her our 
natural market. The danger of being depen- 
dent on a single customer was always 
obvious, but has now become serious when 
that customer is in serious straits. Nobody 
pretends’ that it will be easy’ to 
break into new markets, but some

DUBLIN TESTATOR AND 
THE FALL OF MAN. 


Mr. Thomas Edward Mills, of The Bunga- 
low, 23a Cabra road, Dublin, who died on 
May 28th last, left personal estate in Great 
Britain and the Irish Free State of the value 
of £2,304 4s. 3d. Probate of the will dated 
September 20th, 1928, has been granted to 
James Campbell Moore Dawson, of 23 Knock 
road, Belfast, and Albert ,Ernest Prentice, 
solicitor, of 16-17 Lower O'Connell street, 
Dublin. The testator left £100 each to the 
executors; £200 to his housekeeper, Alice 
Clark, “in recognition of her long and faith- 
ful service to me,” together with all his house- 
hold furniture and effects at The Bungalow, 
and the use, if she should so desire, of his 
said residence ; and he stated :— 

“ Whereas I have spent many years of my 
life in the preparation of a large chart illus-

DESERVING DISPENSARY. 

During the past few years there has been 
in operation at 17la Parnell street, Dubhn, 
the St. Francis Dispensary, which provides 
veterinary advice and treatment for sick and 
injured animals. Advice and treatment are 
given free of charge to animals which —s 
to persons who cannot afford to pay. 
qualified veterinary surgeon Is in attendance 
daily from 12 to 2, and on Tuesday and Fn- 
day evenings from 7 to 10.30. He is ably 
assisted bv several voluntary workers, who 
recognise the need for the existence of an in- 
stitution of this kind. 

Some indication of the work done can be 
gathered from the fact that —— the year 
1950 over 8.000 animals—horses, dogs, cats, 
rabbits, birds, and even pet mice—received 
treatement, and over 1,600 incurable and un- 
wanted. animals were painlessly destroyed in 
the approved modern lethal boxes. Apart 
from ihe upkeep of the dispensary, the cost 
per annum of dressings, medicines, ointments, 


tive 


etc., is £120, ail of which expenditure has to 
be met out of subscriptions and donations re- 
ceived from persons interested in the ameliora- 
tion of suflering among the animals of the 
poor. 

The -inerease in the number of animals 
treated during the year 1951 makes it impera- 
to augment the funds. To this end a 
fete will be held in the Engineers’ Hall, 35 
Dawson street, on the 25th and 26th inst. 
under the patronage of the Earl of Granard, 
Lord Talbot de Maiahide, Viscount Powers- 
court, Lady Eva Forbes and the Hon. Mrs. 
Gerrard. It wili be opened by the Countess 
of Fingall, and wili conclude with a dance, 
commencing at 7.00 p.m. All those interested 
are cordiaily invited to visit the dispensary. 
Further particulars may be obtained from the 
honorary secretary.
